tic about his chances in Oregon

• forces with either of his oppo- 
nents. 


Republican candidate Richard 


M. Nixon was expected to de- 
feat his absentee rivals, New 
York Gov., Nelson A;^Roekefel'-'J 
ler and California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. The question was by 
how much.

ler write-in votes. Reagan- who 
says he is a favorite son candi- 
date, not a presidential contend- 
er- is on the ballot.

Taming the Kidnapper 


Of all the agonies inflicted upon 


the family of a kidnap victim, prob- 
ably the worst is the fear that harm 
will befall their loved one. 


To stay the kidnapper's hand, the 


Federal Kidnapping Act — and 
some state kidnap laws as well— 
impose a milder penalty on the kid- 
napper if he releases the victim 
unharmed. 


What does that mean? What kind 


of "harm" are these laws talking 
about? 


Obviously there is harm indicted, 


calling for the heavier penalty, 
when the victim has been subjected 
to a deliberate beating or a crimi- 
nal assault.

and a child were locNed in a small, 
overheated closet, and later bound 
hand and foot with ropes and wire. 


On the other hand, when the 


only injury was that the kidnapper 
had gripped the victim's arms hard 
enough to hurt, the court refused 
lo impose the heavier penalty. 


"Such trivial injury," said the 


judge, "is not sufficient to constitute 
bodily harm." 


Suppose the injury is indeed seri- 


ous, 
but—rather than being in- 


flicted by the kidnapper—is the 
result of the victim's own attempt 
to escape. Does that kind of an 
injury "count" against (he kidnap- 
per? 


The court said yes in one case, 


in which a girl was hurt when she 
jumped from a moving car. The 
court reasoned that, since the kid- 
napper had been threatening to 
assault her, the dangers of an at- 
tempted flight could fairly be at- 
tributed to him. 


But in another case, where no 


threats of harm preceded the escape 
attempt, the court ruled that the 
resulting injury could not justify a 
heavier penalty against the kidnap- 
per. 


It may seem strange lo draw such 


careful distinctions in judging some- 
one as reprehensible as a kidnapper. 


Yet, 
afler all, the law's purpose 


is not to do the kidnapper any 
favors but to reduce the danger to 
his victim. This can be achieved 
only if the kidnapper has reason lo 
believe that, if he goes easier on 
(he victim, the law will go easier 
on him.

estimates had been determined 
from samples taken In a small 
number of districts In the 
states, 


The figures were based on 84 


per cent of the 11,5 million chil- 
dren attending Southern schools 
as of last fell.
